Coordination; The Office cooperates with the .intelligence agencies of the State, Army, t&vy, and Air 
Departments, as well as with the non-XAC agencies such as Commerce, Agriculture, EGA* The Office, fcv 
this coordination, is continually engaged in the preparation of plans 'for end the implementation of inter- 
departmental research activities. The national intelligence produced by the Office is a composite of the 
interpretations^ the intelligence procured by the intelligence agencies, non-IAC agencies and other 
components of CIA. Conversely all staff intelligence (estimates and situation reports) produced by the 
Office is referred to the IAC agencies for review end concurrence prior to final approval by the Office 
for publication* 


Accomplishments; In fulfilling its mission the Office has produced in fiscal year 19h9,. four categories of 
intelligence as well as maps and charts used in support of national and basic intelligence* These four 
categories ere; current intelligence, staff intelligence, ;csic intelligence, and visual or oral presen- 
tations.
